London to Brighton. 


Concerning other railway matters, the 
fact that “ Puffing Billy’’ has disap- 
peared from a British main line railway 1s 
a notable event. From last Monday morn- 
ing the new service—fed from the British 
electrical ‘‘grid’’—marked the most 
notable achievement of many years in the 
field of British railway management. The 
departure represents not merely increased 
comfort and speed, but a greater frequency 
of service than is provided anywhere 
else in the world. Maintaining an average 
speed of sixty miles an hour, six trains 
daily will connect the British metropolis 
with its most popular seaside resort. A 
friend who made the double trip last 
Monday tells me that already the comfort 
and speed of the new conveyance have 
made the building trade in Brighton busy 
preparing villas for many city business 
men, whose resources will now permit of 
residence on a  sixty-mile-cistant sea- 
front, 


Theatre “ Sets.” 


The fact that one of our Dublin woman 
producers, Miss Shelah Richards, is 
making a further venture reminds me of 
another class of persons associated with 
theatrical life—painters of sets. As 
have noted, women producers are few ; but 
women painters of ‘‘sets’’ are fewer still. 
Dublin, however, boasts one of this rare 
type of female artist, Mrs. Lennox Robin- 
son, who is painting a small “piece ” 
for the production of “ Musical Chairs.”’ 
Before her marriage Mrs. Robinson 
had a miniature theatre, almost on the 
lines of a marionette structure, installed 
in her house in Chelsea. Here she could 
try the effect of various scenes or “‘ sets,’ 
and the lighting arrangements and scene* 
were capable of speedy alteration, as in a 
real theatre. 

Mrs. Robinson designed the “sets for 
** Never the Twain,” and this play of her 
husband’s made physical demands in the 
carrying through of the sets that might 
have daunted many women. Heavy 
eanvases had to be drawn backwards and 
forwards on pulleys, and painting, in- 
volving the entire sweep of the arm, 
worked out from the top of ladders. Yet 
Mrs. Robinson, herself a smallish woman, 
produced hundreds of gigantic figures for 
this play. 

She is the grand-daughter of the well- 
known Professor Dowden, of Dublin 
University, who in the ’eighties gathered 
about him many Irish literati, not only 
from Cork, but from all over Ireland, and 
was one of the most brilliant students of 
Shakespeare that ever lived. 


ing three separate substances, asphalt, 
salt and oil, by which singularly generous 
gesture he must, one imagines, have made 
their economic fortune.

The robe that will 
re-kindle fire in an errant husband's 
heart, and gives’ with false iment to 
Deianira by the “®entaur Nessus, who 
desired a posth@mous vengeance on his 
foe, was perhaps impregnated with the 
mineral oil and blazed with death when 
Hercules lit the altar of burnt offering. 


The Harlequi nade. 


People who belong to the older genera- 
tion, and have attended the panto- 
mimes of recent years, must deplore the 
loss of the harlequinade portion of the 
performance. In the old days during a 

antomime it was customary for the 
asa to spring suddenly from a trap- 
door in the stage, arrayed in a dazzling 
costume. and perform a number of 
remarkable a 2; among which the 
belabouring of a fat policemay formed a 
special feature. The harlequin seemed to 
bear a charmed life. Darting here and 
there with the agility of a fairy, he was 
at once a mystery and the delight of the 
youngsters present. No pantomime was 
considered complete without him, and the 
fun he created was uproarious. Alas, the 
harlequin. like the transformation scene, 
another delight for the little people, has 
departed, and the pantomime of to-day, 
though very elaborate and amusing, 1s 
the poorer for the loss of these time- 
honoured features. 


A Famous Srewer. 


“Why was Burton built on Trent?’ 
asks the Shropshire Lad, in one of his 
rare moments of cheerfulness. The sugges- 
tion is that Providence designed the Trent 
for the manufacture of ale—a view which 
is not shared by the young men who have 
tried to enforce a boycott of Bass’s 
famous brew. 

Burton ale has been known for hun- 
dreds of years, a connoisseur informs me, 
but it became famous only when Mr. 
Michael Thomas Bass began to brew, 
about a century ago. Bass was an alto- 
gether remarkable man—a great brewer, 
a politician of whimsical turn, a sports- 
man and a notable patron of charities. He 
began as a traveller for ale, and worked 
his way to the top of the English brewing 
industry.

THE RED INDIAN IN 
NORTH AMERICA. 


ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY 
LECTURES. 


The fourth of a series of lectures to 
juveniles, provided by the Royal Dublin 
Society, was given yesterday afternoon at 
Balisbridge to a very large audience by the 
Chief Os-ke-non-ton, his subject being “ The 
Red Indian in North America, Yesterday and 
To-day.”’

PRECAUTIONS AGAINST 
INFLUENZA. 


ADVICE TO PUBLIC, 


While. Dublin has 
influenza during the recent 
weather the attacks, happily, have not 
generally been alarming. There were no 
deaths from influenza registered in Dublin 
for the week ended. December 31, and only 
three for the previous week, One of the 
persons who died was aged 73, another was 
aged 58, and the third was aged 50, 

It is, however, necessary to take pre- 
cautions, and so far as the Department of 
Public ‘Health is concerned, all necessary 
precautions, an /rish Times representative 
was informed yesterday, are being taken. 
The information contained in the circular 
which was issued by the Free State Depart- 
ment of Local Government and Public 
Health last Monday affords advice which the 
public should act upon for their own pro- 
tection. 

‘It is of vital. importance, states the 
circular, that overcrowding in places of 
protic resort or in public conveyances should 

avoided, Children from infected houses 
should be warned not to attend school, and 
members of households where the disease is 
present should be advised not to attend 
cinemas or other crowded places. There 
should ba thorough ventilation of each 
occupied living room and bedroom, the 
observance of strict cleanliness and absten- 
tion from indiscriminate spitting, 
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to international music. 

On inquiry at Broadcasting House last 
night a reporter was informed that the 
British Broadcasting Corporation had no 
statement to make. 

The B B.C.’s reference to Poland was made 
in the course of a series of brief relays from 
foreign capitals, designed to show how the 
European nations were welcoming the New 
Year. 

Each of the relays was preceded by a short 
commentary by the announcer on political 
and social conditions in the country named. 
In the case of Poland the B.B.C. * voice’ 
spoke of the situation created by the exist- 
ance of the Polish Corridor and the size ol 
Poland's military expenditure. The allusion 
to Poland was heard in; Warsaw. 

A reporter was jater told at the Polish 
Embassy: “We consider that the allusion 
to Poland was regrettable, not only in 
material, but also in spirit. There was a 
sharp contrast between the selection of facts 
regarding Poland and those that were given 
concerning other countries. For the B.B,C. to 
state that 30 per cent. of the Polish budget 
was for military expenditure, without giving 
some balancing statement of the circumstances 
in which that expenditure arises, must have 
created a totally false impression on the 
minds of many hsteners in Great Britain and 
abroad,”’

A statement by O'Connor after arrest also 
was read in evidence. In this he said that 
he was Chairman of the Bansha Branch of 
the A.C.A. 


BULLETS. 


In September last he received through the 
É two revolver bullets, with a note in 
lock letters: ' There are more where these 
came out of.” Since then he was afraid 
ot being molested. He carried a revolver 
about with him, though he had no licence for 
it. 

Referring to the incident when he met 
William Fitzgerald on the road near Bansha, 
he sad that Fitzgerald accused has 
(O’Connor’s) father of sending him to 
Limerick jail, and struck O'Connor with a 
stick across the face and shoulders. O'Connor 
was partly dazed by the blow, and, as 
Fitzgerald was rushing at him to attack him 
again, O'Connor drew a revolver and dis- 
charged one shot into the air.

As the world has hitherto known them, War 
debts are dead, and no effort at artificial 
respiration by commissions or committees can 
bring them back to life. To-day the stench

Shocking conditions of living in a County 
Waterford home were révealea at an inquest 
in Waterford City to-day, when a verdict of 
‘‘death from slow starvation” was recorded 


labourer, who died on the previous day in 
Waterford County Hospital. 

Sergeant Mullaney, Tramore, who visited

Doctor Shipsey said that when deceased 
man was admitted to hospital he found him 
suffering from slow starvation and exposure.

CIVIL SERVANT, SHIPPING. 


MAGNATE, CHANCELLOR. 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Tuesday. 


Herr Wilhelm Cuno, President of the 
Board of the Hamburg-Amerika Line and 
the former Chancellor of the Reich, died 
to-day from a heart stroke at the age of 
57. when. he was about to start with his 
wife for a holiday ordered him by his 
physician. : i 

After completing his University career 
Wilhelm Cuno entered the Civil Service, 
and soon became Councillor in the 
Prussian Ministry of Finance. During the 
war he held a leading position with the 
War Food Ministry. 

In the winter of 1917 he left the German 
service and became a director of the Ham- 
burg-Amerika Line. His success as 
negotiator made him one of the most 
important German industrial leaders. He 
not only held directorships in various 
other shipping and transport companies, 
but also became a member of the Reich 
Economic Conference and the Hamburg 
Chamber of Commerce. 

He acted as economic expert during the 
Armistice negotiations and during the sub- 
sequent conferences. In November, 1922, 
he succeeded Herr Wirth as Chancellor of 
Germany. 

Herr Cuno was one of the most polished 
figures in society and diplomacy, and was 
repeatedly mentioned as the successor of 
Hindenburg. He belonged to no political 
party, but tried to brihg the Nazis into 
a coalition with the parties of the Right. 


VICEREGAL LODGE.

FUTURE USE UNDER 
CONSIDERATION. 


The Viceregal Lodge in Pheenix Park, 
Dublin, the home of many Lords Lieutenant 
of Treland and subsequently of Mr. Tim 
Healy. K.C., and Mr. James MeNeill during 
their periods of office as CGovernors-General, 
may become the Free State equivalent of the 
Royal Military College at Sandhurst. 

Mr. Donal Buckley, the recently-appointed 
Ciovernor-General. has declined the use of the 
Viceregal Lodge, and it has been passed into 
the charge of the Commissioners of Public 
Works. 

Recently, however, the Government has 
been considering to what purpose the building 
can be put, and it is understood that the 
Free State Department of Defence desires to 
convert it into a training college for com- 
missioned ranks.

LEGALITY TEST AT 
LIVERPOOL. 
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“Is the no profit totalisator for greyhound 
racing legal?” was the question raised at 
Liverpool Police Court yesterday, when 
three test summonses, the first of the kind 
in England, came before the Stipendiary 
Magistrate, Mr. Stuart Deacon, 

The Electric Hare Gfeyhound Racing Co., 
Ltd., which conducts racing at the Stanley 
track, was summoned under Section 1 of 
the Betting Act, 1855, on the charge that, 
being the occupiers of a certain office situate 
on the Stanley. Greyhound Race Track, they 
kept it for ‘the purpose of money being 
received by them, or on their behalf, as the 
consideration for. an undertaking to pay 
thereafter money on a certain contingency 
relating to a certain race, to wit a grey- 
hound race. ws 

There were also summonses for assisting 
against Mr. John Bilsland, of Aigburth 
Drive, Liverpool, managing, director of the 
company, and Mr. George Frederick Edward 
Perkins, Thingwall avenue, Liverpool. 

Mr. Wilfred Clothier, who appeared for 
the defendants, said that the proceedings 
were apparently the outcome of a recent 
decision of the King’s Bench Division, which 
was reported in the newspapers of December 
17. There was as yet no offical report, and 
he thought it was undesirable that a case 
of this importance should proceed until there 
was an authoritative report on which the 
decision was based. ‘ There is a defence 
to the charges, which I shall submit in due 
course,’ he said, “but in the meantime I 
ask for an adjournment, and wish to inti- 
mate that my clients will elect to go for 
trial.” 

Mr. J. B. Bishop, on behalf of the Chief 
Constable, said thet he had no objection to 
an adjournment, but he suggested that it 
should not be for a longer period. than a 
fortnight. 

The Stipendiary said that if, in the mean- 
time, the parties continued, in the opinion 
of the police, to violate t&e law, the police 
would take their own course as they thought 
fit. 

Mr. Clothier—It would not be right to ask 
mv cliefts until they have been proved to 
have committed the offence to give an under- 
taking which would prejudice their business. 

The Stipendiary—Well, Mr. Bishop does 
not ask me to ask for it. All 1 can say, 
therefore, is. that if the parties continue to 
carry on working their totalisator, which it is 
suggested is against the law, they do so at 
their own risk. 

Mr. Clothier—Yes; I suppose that is the 
position, but my clients feel that they are not 
eommitting any breach of the law. 

(he Stipendiary—I am not prepared to 
refuse the application. having said what I 
have said. 

The hearing was then adjourned to January 
17.

It must also be 
recognised that there are parts of the 
country where the decline of exports to 
Great Britain has had the immediate 
consequence of lowering the price of meat 
and poultry, and has thus enabled the 
labourer to live better than at any time 
since the War. This improvement in the 
standard of living is clearly temporary. It 
can continue only until the present stocks 
are consumed, and the effects of the de- 
cline of trade and the increase of direct 
and indirect taxation extend to the small 
man in the shape of higher prices and in- 
creased rural unemployment. It is 
probable, therefore, that Mr. de Valera 
will do his utmost to confuse the real issue 
during the coming election campaign. He 
will make much of the anti-nationalism of 
his critics. He is sure to throw the entire 
blame for the economic difficulties of the 
Free State on the British Government. 
Whether or not he makes complete 
separation one of the principal planks of 
his platform, he will enlarge on the present 
disadvantages of the existing association 
with the British Commonwealth, and wil] 
ignore. the fact that these disadvantages 
are the inevitable and logical consequences 
of the quarrel which he has picked with 
his country’s only market.

SHIP’S BATTLE 
WITH GALE. 


LIFEBOAT OUT FOR 
NINETEEN HOURS. 


NORWEGIAN TAKEN IN 
TOW BY TRAWLER. - 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT, 
FENIT (CO, KERRY), Tuesday. 


FTER being away from her station for 
nearly nineteen hours in one of the 

worst westerly gales experienced for many 
years on this part of the Atlantic sea- 
board, the Fenit motor lifeboat, with her 
crew of seven men, returned here about 
8.30 o'clock to-night without having 
sighted the vessel of which she went in 
search. 
At 2 o'clock this morning the boat put 
out in response to a distress message, 
received through Valentia wireless station, 
from the Norwegian cargo steamer Helio 
(989 tons), registered at Oslo, which was 
reported to be in a helpless condition off 
the Skelligs Rocks, about. eight miles from 
Valentia iii The first report sent by 
radio to Valentia was from the British 
trawler Hirose and later from another 
trawler, Caswell. Both reported that they 
were standing by the distressed ship while 
heavy seas were running. The first signals 
of distress were rockets being fired from 


the Helio. 
RUDDER DAMAGED, 


Later messages stated that the rudder 
of the Helio was out-of action and she was 
being driven into Dingle Bay by the force 
of the gale. 
The fifeboat was sighted from the shore 
at Sybil Head, near Smerwick Harbour, 
three hours after she had set out. From 
that time until she returned: here to-night 
there have been anxious crowds waiting 
on the shore. Several of the crew are 
married, and, as hour after hour passed 
without news of the boat, the fears 
of their friends and relations grew, 
and many of them were on the verge of 
giving the. boat and her crew up for lost 
when she was sighted, being driven rapidly 
shorewards by the gale. As her crew 
stumbled ashore several of them almost 
fell from exhaustion, resulting from the 
long exposure to which they had been sub- 
jected. They had spent more than 
eighteen hours looking for the steamer. 
e Helio, which left New Brunswick 

for Manchester on December 17th, was 
first reported to be in difficulty about 680 
miles west of Valentia several days ago, 
but as nothing further was heard it was 
assumed that she had repaired’ her 
damaged rudder and was proceeding to her 
next port of call. | 


A HEAVY LIST. 


When sighted by the trawler Caswell, 
‘the Helio had a heavy list, but at no time 
did the crew show signs of wishing to 
abandon their ship. Both trawlers 
attempted to take the vessel in tow early 
this morning, but heavy seas prevented 
this being done. 
A trawler is, however, standing by the 
damaged vessel, which late to-night was 
| reported to be two miles off the coast in 
Dingle Bay, and in no immediate danger. 
The seas have moderated consideably. 
Reports from all districts along the 
western coast state that a heavy gale, veer- 
ing from west to south-west, is still 
blowing, and many large steamships have 
been forced to heave-to until the storm 
abates, while others have sought shelter in 
the harbours along the coast, 


MOTOR BOAT WRECKED.

FIERCE FIGHTING.

HANHAIKWAN, the Chinese walled 
city in Chihli -Province, on the 
Manchurian border, has been captured by 
the Japanese after a day of fierce fighting, 
according to reports from American and 
trustworthy Chinese sources. i 

The Japanese thus have a foothold in 
China proper, for Shanhaikwan marks the 
point where the Great Wall of China 
meets the Yellow Sea. Shanhaikwan is 
reported to be little more than a smoking 
ruin, filled with the charred bodies of 
500 soldiers and many more civilians. 

The Chinese declare that tanks werd 
used by the Japanese in the final assault 
on the city this afternoon. 

A terrific bombardment by artillery and 
warships lying off the shore flattened the 
walls, which were then rushed by infantry 
and cavalry. 


BATTALION WIPED OUT. 


Fierce street fighting followed, @ 
Chinese battalion of 500. being. virtually 
wiped out. 

Incendiary shells caused many fires, 
among which hand-to-hand fighting 
occurred before the Chinese withdrew to 
their second line of defence, a mile from 
the city. There they have re-formed and 
are preparing to offer further resistance. 

Reports from Chinese sources state that 
three more. Japanese warships have 
arrived at Chinwangtao, some miles south 
of Shanhaikwan. They attempted to land 
marines, but these were repulsed by 
Chinese troops. 

Earlier in the day it was stated that 
eight Japanese warships had arrived at 
Chinwangtao. 


TO ELIMINATE CHINESE. 


This morning’s battle began at 9 
o'clock, when the Japanese launched a 
combined assault by land, sea and air 
on the walls of the city. | 

Four thousand infantry and cavalry, 
nineteen field guns, seven aeroplanes, and 
two destroyers lying off the shore took part 
in the offensive, which, according to the 
Japanese, aimed at the “ elimination 
of the Chinese troops said to be con- 
centrating in the district. 

League circles at Geneva are naturally 
grea.ly perturbed by the reports of the 
resumption of hostilities in the Far East. 
It is felt that they will completely 
destroy such slender chances as might 
have existed of effective conciliatory ac- 
tion by the League. 


ULTIMATUM TO CHANG, 


Dr. Yen, who returned to Geneva to- 
day after a brief holiday, communicated 
two telegrams to the League Secretariat, 
which he had _ received from Marshal 
Mhang Hsueh-liang through the Chinese 
Foreign Office. 

The first states that, according to a 
telephone message received by the Marshal 
early yesterday from Shanhaikwan, at 
9.30 p.m. on January 1st soldiers in or- 
dinary dress appeared before the southern 
gate of the city, and started firing at the 
city gate. About the same time a bomb 
was thrown by Japanese soldiers in the 
vicinity of the railway station. A ‘‘ Man- 
chukuo ” police patrol of Japanese gen- 
darmerie joined in the firing against the 
town. 

An inquiry was instituted after the fir- 
ing had ceased by Colonel Ho, the Chinese 
local commander, into the causes of the 
attack, and the Japanese replied that 
Chinese soldiers were responsible. They 
undertook to furnish proofs of the Chinese 
attack, and to show bullet marks on the 
Japanese headquarters, ostensibly made by 
Chinese bullets. 

At the same time the Japanese dis- 
patched a note containing an ultimatum, 
demanding the evacuation of the civilian 
population of Shanhaikwan in fifty 
minutes. 


BRAVE RESISTANCE, 


Representations, the telegram added, 
are being made to the Japanese authori- 
ties, and it is hoped to settle the question 
locally. 

Colonel Ho states that apart from the 
necessary preparations for resistance, he 
was bent on effecting a pacific settlement. 
The second dispatch from Marshal 
Chang Hsueh-liang quotes a telegram 
dated midnight yesterday, which says that 
shortly after 10 o’clock that morning, fol- 
lowing China’s refusal to open the 
southern gate, more than 100 Japanese 
soldiers attempted to scale the city wall, 
but were frustrated by the Chinese de- 
fence. 
About noon three Japanese troop trains. 
arrived in the railway station with more 
than 3,000 soldiers and 20 field-guns. 
They were followed by siv armoured trains. 
The attack on the city began at ó p.m. 
Aeroplanes dropped bombs upon the 
town ; walls were broken down in several 
places, and many civilians were killed 


or wounded. 

The Japanese used wooden ladders to 
scale the walls, but owing to the brave 
resistance of the garrison, the telegram 
adds, the invaders have so far been held 
back. 

AIMED AT JEHOL 


The Chinese Finance Minister, Mr. E 
V. Soong, in a statement at Shanghai & 
the Press, says :— 

“Two live bombs discovered in the 
Japanese gendarmerie at Shanhaikwan, 
which form the pretext for the latest 
Japanese drive, may go down in history 
alongside the mythical explosion on the 
South Manchurian Railway on Septem- 
ber 18th, 1931 (when the Japanese offen- 
sive in Manchuria was launched).

Mr. de Valera has staked everything on 
a gambler’s throw. He has dissolved the 
Dáil and has challenged a new election ; 
and his reasons are manifest. In the first 
place, he has brought the Free State to the 
verge of ruin; all his inventions have 
proved to be barren, all his promises have 
been falsified, and his new decision repre- 
sents a desperate effort to escape the 
reckoning. In the next place, Mr. de 
Valera has snatched the advantage of 
‘surprise. The country’s present pl ght 
proves his utter lack of statesmanship, but 
he can be congratulated on a measure of 
political shrewdness. If a general election 
had been delayed for another three 
months, the effects of the economic war 
would have. reached. all parts of the 
country, and a new National Party would 
have come into being. Mr. de Valera hopes 
that the more ignorant electors will re- 
main ignorant until the 24th January, and 
that the constitutional forces will not have 
time to achieve the unity which is 
strength. The Labour Party Mr. de 
Valera treats rightly with profound con- 
tempt; it is in his pocket, and any frag- 
ment of it which may survive the general 
election will remain there. Furthermore, | 
by his sudden challenge to fate Mr. de 
Valera achieves a long-desired liberty of 
action. For ten months he has chafed 
against the bonds of the Constitution ; now 
he will scatter them to the winds. Three 
weeks hence he will seek a full republican 
mandate from the electors; and, if he 
obtains it, the Irish Free State will become 
an outcast from the British Commonwealth 
of Nations. | 

That is the clear isue—the most 
tremendous which the Free 
State has been, or ever can be, faced. 
Every vital concern of every responsible 
citizen is now at stake. On January 24th 
the electors will decide whether the Free 
State is to remain a Dominion of the 
British Empire or to become a twenty-six 
county republic ; whether she is to recover 
the British market or to lose it altogether ; 
whether her cities are to thrive or decay ; 
whether her farmers are. to starve cr 
flourish. At such a moment complacency 
or apathy would be a crime; the danger, 
in fact, is frightful. There is a substan- 
tial prospect that Mr. de Valera’s plans 
will succeed unless they are countered 
promptly by the united action of all sup- 
porters of the Constitution. All political 
jealousies must be forgotten ; all traditions 
based on separate programmes must be 
swept aside. To this end the country's 
course is clear. The National Party is not 
yet in existence, but the country must 
assume that it exists, and every con- 
stitutionalist must act as if he were a loyal 
member of it. When the danger has 
passed—but not till then—the process of 
consolidation and Largaining can begin. 
Last night Cumann na nGaedheal offered 
a welcome to the proposed National Party, 
and in that spirit al] other constitutional 
parties must make their hasty arrange- 
ments for the coming election. The 
Farmers’ League, led by Mr. Frank Mac- 
Dermot, is entitled to its share of seats ; 
the Independents can claim their well- 
tested rights; and we hope that both 
parties, as well as Cumann na nGaedheal, 
will be supported three weeks hence by a 
large body of disillusionised labour. The

essential need—to be 
sacrifice—is a united front. 

The crisis demands leadership, and to- 
day Mr. Cosgrave is the inevitable leader 
of the constitutional forces. His duty 
and the duty of the Farmers’ Party .and 
of the Independent Party, under his 
general leadership, is plain. They must 
contrive an allotment of seats which will 
avoid even a single clash of interest 
within the constitutional forces. With no 
narrow regard for party convenience—the 
nation’s peril forbids it—they must select 
candidates who will make a strong appeal 
to intelligent electors. During the next 
three weeks the whole constitutional plat- 
form must be devoted to simple and 
earnest statements of the essential issue: 
is the Free State to survive or to perish? 
Even now, after ten years, there are 
thousands of electors who still say, ‘‘ A 
plague on both your houses.’’ The merest 
hint of dissension would confirm these 
people in their cynicism; a really united 
front will win them, and their votes may 
turn the scale. To-day the Cumann na 
nGaedheal Party appeals for election 
funds. We invite Mr. Cosgrave to extend 
the scope of that appeal. We invite him 
to put the simple, but fateful, 
before the country in the starkest terms— 
to require, in broad, bold and generous 
words, financial support for the whole 
constitutional cause. If a common fund 
could be arranged for the benefit of 
candidates of all the constitutional parties, 
we believe that the response would be at 
least twice the total that would be given 
to appeals from the separate parties. 
Such “action would create within twerty- 
four hours an atmosphere in which 
personal intrigue or divided counsels 
would become impossible. Mr. de Valera 
is frightened by the mere shadow of a 
National Party.

For some time 
past there has been a certain amount of 
trouble in’ the old walled town of 
‘Shanhaikwan, which lies at the extreme 
end of the Great Wall of China, on the 
shores of the Yellow Sea. The Japanese 
have been complaining of “incidents,” 
including the placing of some live bombs 
on the window-sills. of their Consulate, 
while the Chinese have been protesting 
against the alleged activities of Japanese 
snipers, who seem to have been prac- 
tising musketry, with the bodies of peace- 
loving Chinamen as targets. Whatever 
may have been the cause, hostilities 
opened officially on Monday afternoon, 
when an attack was launched against the 
town from land, air and sea by the Japa- 


in a furious bombardment; a number of 
bombing aeroplanes appeared over the 
main streets, and two divisions of Japa- 
nese troops, with twenty field-guns, made 
an assault from the east. The walls of 
Shanhaikwan, however, were built for 
strength, and the Chinese garrison seem 
to be sturdy soldiers. Despite the fact that 
u big breach was made in the wall, and 
that Japanese troops tried to scale it in 
other places by means of wooden ladders, 
the Chinese reports declare that they were 
repulsed everywhere. It is true that the 
Japanese claim to have captured the 
town, but on this point there is no cer- 
tainty. Undoubtedly, there has been 
heavy fighting, in which the Chinese, with 
their primitive equipment and ill-assorted 
troops, have been at a serious disadvan- 
tage; but they seem to have given a 
good account of themselves. Japan is 
playing a deep game. She hardly 
would bring all the panoply of modern 
warfdre to bear upon a sleepy old town 
such as Shanhaikwan without some 
ulterior motive; and the suggestion is— 
we mention it with all due reserve—that 
Japan has designs not only on the Pro- 
vince of Jehol, which is the gateway to 
North China and Mongolia, but also upon 
Peking and Tientsin. Manifestly, she cares 
nothing for the views of the European 
Powers or, for that matter, of the United 
States. If her policy demands the seizure 
of Jehol, she will seize it; for Japan 
relies now upon her own strength. The 
whole business provides a sad commen- 
tary on the efficacy of peace pacts, but it 
may serve a useful purpose. It exposes the 
hollowness of the League’s pretensions, 
and proves once more that in a national 
emergency no big Power will stand dicta- 
tion from anybody.

Moscow and Teheran, 


The trouble between the Persian Govern- 
ment and the Anglo-Persian Oil Company 
has caused many people to suspect that 
the hidden hand of Soviet Russia may 
have been exerting undue influence in 
Teheran. A despatch, however, from the 
Teheran Correspondent of The Times 
would seem to suggest that the objections 
are exclusively Persian. Persia, it says, 
is doing her best to limit Soviet influence. 
Russia’s policy of peaceful penetration 
has made no little headway in Persia; 
she controls virtually all trade ia Persian 
Azerbaijan and the Caspian provinces, 
and most of the shops in the capital itself 
are managed by Russians. They dump 
inferior goods in return for wheat and 
tice, and have spoiled the market for 
Persian cotton by means of their own. 
The Shah began his campaign last year 
with an edict forbidding Persian children 
to attend any but State primary schools; 
formerly many had received a thorough 
sousing in Communist principles at 
Russian schools. The partly constructed 
trans-Persian railway will be another step 
towards emancipation from external in- 
fluence. Last June, too, forty Persians 
were convicted of the sale of State secrets 
to the Soviet Government; four were 
executed and the remainder are in prison, 
Evidently Teheran is concerned at the 
possibility of the U.S.S.R.’s extension 
into North Persia. Particular attention 
is being paid to the army, which now 
numbers 48,000 men, and is equipped with 
modern weapons; in addition, every male 
Persian must perform two years’ military 
service. The Shah’s latest step is the 
formation of a small navy, and new aero- 
planes have been ordered for the air force.

THE RAILWAY CRISIS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srg,—We have had a truce on the was 
trouble over, the holidays, for which mu 
thanks to all. concerned. Ho 
readers remember that it is but a truce, 
expiring in three weeks, and with the further 
complication that within that ‘period the 
railway unions may faced with a wages 
“cut of their own in Great Britain? More- 
over, even this truce, with its possible 
extension to April 30th, has been purchased 
in the Irish Free State at the expense of 
the general taxpayer, and, what is worse, 
at the sacrifice of a vital principle—no less 
than that when a Conciliation rd is set 
np to arbitrate between the parties to a 
trades dispute, one of those parties is to 
be bound by the Board’s award, while the 
other is at liberty to repudiate it. That 
makes an end’ of arbitration at the very 
time when respect for its sanctity is most 
needed. This is the alternative which con- 
fronts us: a definite State precedent is set 
up that any body of workers whose produc- 
tion is unable to pay the wages of their 
services shall for the future be at liberty to 
blackmail the entire community. How does 
that community enjoy the prospect? _ 

I write without hostility to the railway 
workers and without prejudice in favour of 
the capitalist. My first concern is 
that the great body of railway workers, 
many of whom I1 know personally to 
be very good fellows, may be left 
not merely with reduced wages, but 
with no wages at all, while the unfortunate 
stockholders who found the money from which 
the workers drew their ‘ivelihood may loose 
their few shillings of income and few pounds 
in capital. Again and again I have been as- 
sured by railway workers that, much as they 
value decent pay, they value security of tenure 
of their jobs even more. My second and much 
graver concern is that any partial, stop-gap, 
or uneconomic settlement of this great ques- 
tion must inevitably have disastrous reactions 
upon every citizen of the State. Everyone of 
us lives by production and its fruits whether 
in wages or in savings, and both of these 
depend upon credit, which in turn rests on 
stability. If the railways cease to work, the 
industrial life of the country of every kind 
must very soon come to a stand-still, and be 
enfeebled or perish utterly if that stand-still 
is prolonged. Again, if capital cannot be 
safely invested in so vital a national service 
it will be much more unsafe in anything else. 

Consider for a moment, how the railways 
came to be made. Invention provided a vastly 
improved means of transport for men and 
goods, but neither invention nor the State 
ventured the capital necessary to provide the 
new and needful facilities; that was done by 
the capitalist, large and small. Every 
single line was constructed under the 
authority of Parliament. The security 
for the money invested was _pro- 
vided by a virtual monopoly of the fast traffic 
within the areas served. Certain safeguards 
for the public were provided, some of which 
are still necessary, while others may have to 
be modified to equalise conditions with road 
transport as known to-day. One thing the stock- 
holders were sure of; no new transport under- 
taking of a rival or competing company 
could encroach on an existing company’s 
territory without parliamentary sanction, 
and atter the existing company had been 
heard in er and after exhaustive 
inquiry. Railway stocks thus became the 
premier security of all industrial concerns, 
and, in view of that security, the holders 
were content with relatively smaller divi- 
dends. If the railway stockholder is to have 
his imcome and capital artificially forced 
down by State neglect, as it has been, and 
ultimately confiscated in whole or in part, I 
wonder who is going to put his savings into 
any Free State industrial undertaking, old 
or new’ Yet we are told that the whole 
future of our country depends on industrial 
revival and expansion. Through it the 
farmer and his workers, numbering almost 
four-fifths of the population, were to find a 
market at home when the British market 
had been discarded and. lost. 

Industry -cah only flourish on a just 
balarce of remuneration to both the capital 
and the labour employed in it. ‘This is what 
passes for a just balance to-day on the Great 
Southern Railways. Compared with 1914, the 
average worker to-day receives 140 per cent. 
higher wages. For every 50 shillings he 
received then per week he receives to-day on 
an average 70 shillings. He enjoyed the full 
benefit of higher wages to meet increased 
cost of living. The stockholder received no 
higher dividends to compensate him for in- 
creased cost of living. ti he was a farmer 
or other producer, he was penalised on his 
consignments by an increase of over 100 per 
cent, in freights charges, which went not to 
increase his dividends, but to maintain the 
workers’ wages far above the  in- 
creased cost of living. If in 1914 


his dividend was 4 per cent. on 
£1,000, the savings of a life-time and his 
Sole provision against old age or sickness, 
that brought him in 15s. 8d. a week. To-day. 
still with no cost cf living bonus, at a divi- 
dend of 4 per cent.—and doubtful at that— 
his weekly 15s. 8d. drops to just under 2s.

You cannot have an industrial revival in 
the Irish’ Free State on these lines. Just 
fancy inviting the public.to withdraw what 
savings temain, in may be on deposit re- 
celpt, it may be in safe investments outside 
the country, and to invest them in a textile, 
boot, or “any other factory (all of which 
compete with one another) with the certainty 
| that in hard times the entire loss is to be 
thrown upon the humble investor, while 
Labour is to maintain its wages—first at the 
expense of the undertaking’s income, then 
ba the confiscation of the investor's capital, 
and finally at the expense of the State. Does 
it ever cause a moment's anxiety to the 
salaried officials of the labour unions that a 
time may shortly come when the State itself 
may through their greediness share the fate 
of the saving public? What will be the fate 
of the workers when credit, capital, and 
taxable capacity have all ceased to exist ?—

This point is of primary 
importance in connection with the forth- 
coming election, in which it may be pre- 
sumed that the dominating divisions of 
opinion wil! be between the DR upebtions bloc 
on the one hand, and a ‘‘ Commonwealth ” 
alliance on the other. So regarded and 
treated by electors, the main issue of the 
election (while voters are left free to express 
their personal preference for individual candi- 
dates, or for groups who may stress minor 
issues) will be clear beyond reasonable doubt. 
_ Were the election to be held upon the old 
wee Somber constituency system or some 
‘block *’ voting method, or were there no 
dominating issues to be determined, the 
position would be quite different. On this 
occasion, however, tere would seem to be 
little doubt that the big issue of Republic 
or Commonwealth will determine not only 
the main grouping of each vote, but the 
number and type of preferences which electors 
will record upon their ballot papers.—Yours,

MR. DE VALERA’S 
"CHALLENGE.

Mr. de Valera’s decision to appeal to the 
electorate came as a surprise, and there 
was much speculation on the ‘result of a 
direct challenge to those who hope to re- 
establish good relations between the Free 
State and Great Britain. The course of 
the. election will be watched with the 
keenest interest here, since most people 
deplore the present situation and fear the 
sibilities of the future, so far is the 
Fees State is concerned. A few months 
more of the existing differences will see an 
end of her markets in this country, cnd 
they will not be capable of restoration for 
years to come. This fact—for fact it 1s— 
will appeal to many who are suffering 
from the hard times brought upon them 
by political influences and, possibly, to 
others who are not affected so directly. 
A very definite indication of the manner 
in which the Free State’s markets are 
passing is shown by a market report, whicn 
reveals that supplies of English fresn 
pork have risen i 6.248 tons in the last 
year, while corresponding supplies cf Free 
State pork have fallen by 4,651 tons. 


A Suggestion. 


Mr. E. Doran, the Unionist member for 
Tottenham North, speaking at Croydon 
last night, said that people in Great 
Britain and Ireland were ‘‘ getting sick of 
the never-ending aggravating controversy 
raging between Great Britain and the Irish 
Free State.” “ May I make a suggestion 
to the Government that they approach the 
Prince of Wales and ask him to become 
the arbitrator between the two Govern- 
ments?’’ he continued. ‘‘I venture to 
say that, if this is done, the result will be 
not only highly satisfactory to both 
countries, but will put an end to the 
trouble for all time. The result will be a 
unity between England and Ireland, the 
like of which has never been witnessed or 
realised in history before.” 


War in the East. 


The outbreak of what really is war be- 
tween China and Japan on the borders 
of Manchuria must complicate the situa- 
tion at Geneva greatly. The League of 
Nations is faced with a definite challenge 
to choose between victim and aggressor, 
though new hostilities provide a grim 
proof that, since the League’s beginnings 
in 1920, it has little will and less power 
to deal with two belligerent nations. 
Neither Japan nor Chima appears to be 
convinced that the League will deal justly 
by her. The new outbreak will be 
watched carefully by both the Soviet and 
United States Governments, since both 
countries are interested directly or in- 
directly. The Soviet Government is 
anxious to secure recognition from 
America, and its recent support of China 
may be regarded as an effort to secure 
such recognition, and, as such, is acs 
cepted in the United States. A little later 
the Japanese Government tried to render 
this achievement nugatory by stating that 
Japan would peertacss id a pact with Russia 
similar to that negotiated with China, but 
this effort is rebuffed by Russia. 


Commercial os. 


The exchange difficulties and currency 
disorder, and their effect upon world 
trade, are described by the National City 
Bank of New York in its current review 
as matters of far more importance to 
every country concerned in the debts than 
are the debts themselves. Depreciation of 
currencies, it says, has brought into trade 
a new and demoralising competition. It 
urges the co-operation of the nations in 
efforts to re-establish the monetary sys- 
tems of the world in stable relations to 
one another. Commenting on general con- 
ditions, the Bank says that the general 
feeling, as the United States enters the 
fourth year of the depression, 1s one of 
doubt and confusion, which points to the 
disorder in world ‘trade and cufrency re- 
lationship as the chief cause of unsettle- 
ment and disturbance. Nevertheless, it 
may be considered that in the past six 
months a ground for business recovery 
has been laid that had not existed hither- 
to in the depression. | 


Income Tax. 


The income tax officers are receiving 
huge sums of money every day, though 
they are not coming in, perhaps, quite as 
quickly as they came at the same time 
last year. Yesterday—the first day when 
three-quarters of the year's tax became 
due—cheques poured in throughout the 
twenty-four hours. It was said this morn- 
ing that some of the tax-gatherers were 
compelled to import armed guards to pro- 
tect their offices against possible bandits, 
but this story appears to be quite incor- 
rect. As a matter of fact, the income tax 
seldom is paid in cash, but nearly always 
in paper. The tax-gatherers naturally 
hope that the money will continue to 
come in at a good, steady rate, but they 
doubt whether the sums received during 
the present month will nearly approach 
those of last year. 


A Woman Architect. 


The Incorporated Association of 
Architects and Surveyors, of which Sir 
Edwin Lutyens is President, have elected 
Miss Grace Cope an honorary member. 
Miss Cope is the first woman to receive 


| this signal honour in recognition of her 


valuable work for the nation in connection 
with architecture, considered from the 
point of view of mental and physical 
health. She is highly regarded in the 
profession as a pioneer in the art of 
creating architectural schemes with a 
beneficial bearing on the mental outlook 
and physical well being of occupants, and 
has collaborated in the design of im- 
portant administrative buildings in 
London and the home counties. Miss 
Cope takes an active part in the Irish 
circle at the Lyceum Club; her brother is 
the owner of the electric power station 
at Mohill, Co. Leitrim, where he has 
resided for many years. 


Gan-Ranning. 


Although authentic details are lacking, 
there appears to be some foundation for 
reports that a revival has taken place of 
trade in discarded war materials in 
several continental countries. Many rifles 
appear to have found their way to China, 
but more recently South American States 
have been mentioned as the purchasers, 
and there has been an ‘extension of the 
traffic, which now includes not only small 
arms, but field guns. Most of the arms 
have been shipped from continental ports, 
and usually are sent to their destinations 
by indirect routes. 


The Aquitania. 

During the past six weeks the Aquitania 
has been in the possession of an ee of 
a thousand workmen, re resenting over 
thirty crafts and trades. They have been 
engaged at Southan.pton systematically 
overhauling the enormous vessel in every 
one of her sections, in order that she may 
maintain the right to be a ‘world’s 
wonder’ ship.

In a leading article The Times to-day 
observes: Mr. de Valera has made up his 
mind to fight a general election before the 
full consequences of his economic policy are 
felt by “á; supporters and before his 
opponents have agreed upon a joint plan 
of campaign. That is the meaning of his 
sudden decision to ask for a dissolution 
of the Dail and to hold a general election 
three weeks hence. Tactically he had no 
alternative to this sudden offensive. 

He has another reason to precipitate a 
general election, adds The Times. His last 
Budget imposed heavy burdens on the 
Southern. Irish taxpayer. His next, if he 
is returned, is likely to be catastrophic ; 
but ignorant or sentimental small farmers 
and labourers, especially in the South and 
West, who have been his chief supporters, 
are probably less amenable to this con- 
sideration than to the stream of anti- 
British propaganda with which the 
Government will certainly endeavour to 
conceal its past mistakes. As our Dublin 
Correspondent points out this morning, 
the average voter in those parts of the 
country is so likely to be influenced by 
the taunt of “ pro-British’’ that he may 
vote against his convictions. It must also be 
recognised. that there are parts of the 
country where the decline of exports to 
Great Britain has had the immediate 
consequence of lowering the price of meat 
and poultry, and has thus enabled the 
labourer to live better than at any time 
since the War. This improvement in the 
standard of living is clearly temporary. It 
can continue only until the present stocks 
are consumed, and the effects of the de- 
cline of trade and tha increase of direct 
and indirect taxation extend to the small 
man in the shape of higher prices and _in- 
creased rural unemployment. It is 
probable, therefore, that Mr. de Valera 
will do his utmost to confuse the real issue 
during the coming election campaign. He 


will make much of the anti-nationalism of | 


his critics. He is sure to throw the entire 
blame for the. economic difficulties of the 
Free State on the British Government. 

Whether or not he makes complete 
separation one of the principal planks of 
his platform, he will enlarge on the present 
disadvantages of the existing association 
with the British Commonwealth, and will 
ignore the fact that these disadvantages 
are the inevitable and logical consequences 
of the quarrel which he has picked with 
his country’s only market. Such a 
campaign, conducted with al the 

loquence in which his party excels, may 
conceivably be successful. The Opposition 
parties have had no time to reach more 
than a general and none too definite under- 
standing to support one another, and the 
heat and hurry of a sudden election may 
prevent them from working out more than 
the general lines of an alternative policy. 

But though the impending election will 
necessarily be an affair of war-cries, 
rather than of arguments, its outcome 
may well have an important bearing on 
the political future of Ireland; a on 
the survival of the parties engaged in it. 
The defeat of Mr. Cosgrave might give 
a great impetus to Kepublican separatism, 
and to the experiment in economic 
to which Mr. de Valera is 
A foretaste of its probable 
economic consequences may be Fireann 
in the Free State trade returns for the 
first eleven months of 1932. In that 
period imports fell by 14 per cent., ex- 
ports by over 30 per cent., and it must 
be remembered that the tariff war with 
this country, which Mr. de Valera in- 
vited by withholding the land annuities, 
only began in July. 

Nor would the social and political con- 
sequences of a Republican victory be less 
important. The rank and file of the Irish 
parties, and especially the MOpposition, 
will at least realise that the fight is for 
high stakes, and that defeat may be disas- 
trous for the loser. It will be a fiercely- 
fought election, even if Mr. de Valera’s 
influence may not prevent the Irish 
Republican Army and other secret 
societies from attempting to intimidate 
the. electorate, and thus inviting the 
reprisals of the Army Comrades’ Associa- 
tion, which has been formed to defend 
free speech and the other constitutional 
rights of the citizens against invasion by 
irresponsible bodies. 

One party, indeed, seems doomed to 
suffer however the election goes. Mr. 
Norton, the parliamentary leader of the 
Irish Labour Party, and his six followers 
have supported the political and economic 
policy of the Republicans, and have kept 
them in power. They have now reaped 
the first harvest of their tactics in the 
indignation of their followers at the wide- 
spread’ unemployment, and at the 
tightening of belts’’ which has been 
imposed on the industrial population .of 
Southern Ireland by Mr. de Valera: 
fantastic belief in economic self-sufficiency. 
They may reap a still worse crop in the 
coming election.

Several of the crew are 
married, and, as hour after hour passed 
without news of the boat, e fears 
of their friends and relations grew, 
and many of them were on the| verge of 
giving the. boat and her crew up for lost 
when she was sighted, being driven rapidly 
shorewards by the gale. As her crew 
stumbled ashore several of them almost 
fell from exhaustion, resulting from the 
long exposure to which they had been sub- 
jected.

The Helio, which left New Brunswick 
for Manchester on December 17th, was 
first reported to be in difficulty about 680 
miles west of Valentia several days ago,

HANHAIKWAN, the Chinese walled 
city in Chihli Province, on the 
Manchurian border, has been captured by 
the Japanese after a day of fierce fighting, 
according to reports from American and 
trustworthy Chinese sources. i 

The Japanese thus have a foothold in 
China proper, for Shanhaikwan marks the 


‘point where the Great Wall of China 


meets the Yellow Sea. Shanhaikwan is 
reported to be little more than a smoking 
ruin, filled with the charred bodies of 
500 soldiers and many more civilians, 
The Chinese declare that tanks werd 
used by the Japanese in the final assault 
on the city this afternoon. 

A terrific bombardment by artillery and 
warships lying off the shore flattened the 
walls, which were then rushed by infantry. 
and cavalry. 


BATTALION WIPED OUT. 


Fierce street fighting followed, @ 
Chinese battalion of 500. being virtually 
wiped out. 

Incendiary shells caused many fires, 
among which hand-to-hand fighting 
occurred before the Chinese withdrew to 
their second line of defence, a mile from 
the city. There they have re-formed and 
are preparing to offer further resistance. 

Reports from Chinese sources state that 
three more Japanese warships have 
arrived at Chinwangtao, some miles south 
of Shanhaikwan. They attempted to land 
marines, but these were repulsed by 
Chinese troops. 

Earlier in the day it was stated that 
eight Japanese warships had arrived at 
Chinwangtao, 


TO ELIMINATE CHINESE. 


This morning’s battle began at 9 
o'clock, when the Japanese launched a 
combined assault by land, sea and air 
on the walls of the city. 

Four thousand infantry and cavalry, 
nineteen field guns, seven aeroplanes, and 
two destroyers lying off the shore took part 
in the offensive, which, according to the 
Japanese, aimed at the “ elimination 
of the Chinese troops said to be con- 
centrating in the district. 

League circles at Geneva are naturally 
greatly perturbed by the reports of the 
resumption of hostilities in the Far East. 
It is felt that they will completely 
destroy such slender chances as might 
have existed of effective conciliatory ac- 
tion by the League. 


ULTIMATUM TO CHANG. 


Dr. Yen, who returned to Geneva to- 
day after a brief holiday, communicated- 
two telegrams to the League Secretariat, 
which he had received from Marshal 
Chang Hsueh-liang through the Chinese 
Foreign Office. " 

The first states that, according to á 

telephone message received by the Marshal 
early yesterday from Shanhaikwan, at 
9.30 p.m. on January 1st soldiers in or- 
dinary dress appeared before the southern 
gate of the city, and started firing at the 
city gate. About the same time a bomb 
was thrown by Japanese soldiers in the 
vicinity of the railway station. A “ Man- 
chukuo ” police patrol of Japanese gen- 
darmerié joined in the firing against the 
town. 
An inquiry was instituted after the fir- 
ing had ceased by Colonel Ho, the Chinese 
local commander, into the causes of the 
attack, and the Japanese replied that 
Chinese soldiers were responsible. They 
undertook to furnish proofs of the Chinese 
attack, and to show bullet marks on the 
Japanese headquarters, ostensibly made by 
Chinese bullets. 

At the same time the Japanese dis- 
patched a note containing an ultimatum, 
demanding the evacuation of the civihan 
population of Shanhaikwan in fifty 


minutes. 
BRAVE RESISTANCE. 


Representations, the telegram added, 
are being made to the Japanese authori- 
ties, and it is hoped to settle the question 
locally. 

Colonel Ho states that apart from the 
necessary preparations for resistance, he 
was bent on effecting a pacific settlement. 

The second dispatch from Marshal 
Chang Hsueh-liang quotes a telegram 
dated midnight yesterday, which says that 
shortly after 10 o’clock that morning, fol- 
lowing China’s refusal to open the 
southern gate, more than 100 Japanese 
soldiers attempted to scale the city wall, 
but were frustrated by the Chinese de- 
fence. 

About noon three Japanese troop trains 
arrived in the railway station with more 
than 3,000 soldiers and 20 field-guns. 
They were followed by siv armoured trains. 

The attack on the city began at ó p.m. 
Aeroplanes dropped bombs upon the 
town ; walls were broken down in several 
places, and many civilians were killed 
or wounded. 

The Japanese used wooden ladders to 
scale the walls, but owing to the brave 
resistance of the garrison, the telegram 
adds, the invaders have so far been held 


back. 
AIMED AT JEHOL, 


The Chinese Finance Minister, Mr. 8 
V. Soong, in a statement at Shanghai ®

EFFORTS AT RESCUE

HE Portsmouth police worked through- 
I out, yesterday ares. the mystery 
of the death of two people who were 
found in the early hours of yesterday in a 
gutted bungalow at Horndean, near . Ports- 
mouth, and whose identity had not been estab- 
lished up to a late hour last night. —. 
The fire broke out at about 2 a.m. im a 
bungalow called Roseband, in Drill Hall road, 
Horndean, which was occupied by Mr, Edward 
Burton, a School Attendance Officer em- 
loved by the Hampshire County Council. 
fr. Burton lived with his wife and child and 
his brother’s wife. 
The bungalow, a converted railway carriage, 
was a mass of flames when Police Constable 
Hale arrived, and when the Havant Fire 
Brigade had succeeded in mastering the flames 
sufficiently, Sergeant Andrews, of the Hamp- 
shire County Constabulary, found the charred 
remains of two bodies, one a male and the 
other a female, in the dééris. 
It is not known how many people slept in 
the bungalow on Monday night, but no traces 
of any other bodies were found. 


DISCOVERY OF THE FIRE. 


who lives on the other side of the burnt-out 
bungalow and Mr. 8. Holland, of Myrtle 
Villas, who lives on the other side, told a 
reporter last night how the fire was discovered. 

“It must, have been between 1.50 and 2 
o'clock,” said Mr. Holland, “that my wife 
woke me. 
ling noise like timber burning. It was an 
awful might, and thé rain was coming down 
and the wind blowing violently. 

“ At -first I thought that a tree might 
have been blown down in the _ garden, 
but a moment later when I had looked through 
the window I saw Rosevand'a raging furnace, 

“TIT dashed out to find that the cracking 
noise was caused by asbestos tiles from the 
roof of Roseband being flung yards away by 
the intensity of the fire. 1 ran to the front 
door of the burning bungalow and knocked 
and shouted, but could get no answer, Then 
I tried to force a door, but it would not give. 

“ Al Ithis time the heat was getting worse, 
and I ran round to the back and tried to 
break in there, but agaia Í failed. Then Mr. 
Macey came along and offered to find a tele- 
phone, as I do not know the district. I tried 
again to get into the bungalow while Mr. 
Macey was away, but the heat was terrific 
and | could not make any progress. At no 
time did I hear any sound inside the build- 


ing.” 
RACE TO THE TELEPHONF. 


Mr. Macey said that it was about two 
o'clock yesterday morning when he was 
awakened by the noise. “I looked out and 
saw Roseband blazing, and within a minute 
of two I had rushed out to find that Mr. 
Holland was already doing his best to get in. 
I shall never forget that race to the tele- 
phone. It must have taken me about a 
quarter of an hour, as [ scrambled as best I 
could, with the wind and rain always in my 
teeth.”’ 

The first discovery of human remains was 
made by Sergeant Andrews in the passage 
of the bungalow. They were thos. of a man, 
and were lying about eight feet from the door, 
with the head pointing towards it. lt was 
impossible to recognise the body. In the 
kitchen, near the fireplace, the remains of a 
female were found. ‘hey were so badly 
charred that at the moment it is impossible 
to say whether they were of a woman or 


child. 
POLICE THEORY. 

Inspector Carter, of Havant, who is in 
charge of the investigations, had last night 
been able to establish that Mr. burton, whose 
age is given as about fifty, was seen driving a 
small car away from the bungalow at about 11 
o'clock on Monday morning. With him were 
a woman and a child, believed to be his 
daughter, about 11 years of age. 

Mr. Burton is known to have attended, as 
Hon. Treasurer, a meeting of the Hampshire 
Council of the British Legion at Waterlooville 
at 8 o’clock on Monday night. He garaged 
his car, and is believed to have walked home. 
At first the fact that the garage at the 
bungalow was empty yesterday led neighbours 
to think that the bungalow was untenanted, 
but the car was later found in the garage at 
Waterlooville, where Mr. Burton left it on the 
previous night. 

It is believed the bodies were those of Mr. 
and Mrs. Burton, and that Mr. Burton's 
sister-in-law and his daughter may have gone 
to London on Monday. 

Last night the police were erecta) de to 
get into touch with the sister-in-law and Mr 
Burton’s daughter. 

The London police, it is understood, were 
engaged on widespread inquiries in their area. 

The fact that the man’s body was found 
near the front door is taken as an indication 
that he made a vain effort to get out, 


REVOLVER FOUND. 

A revolver was found in the debris and 
also a petrol can, but whether the can was in 
the bungalow or in the garage is not esta- 
blished. . 

Mr. Burton, a well-known figure in the 
Horndean, Havant and other neighbouring 
districts, had been living in Roseband for 
about five years. 

‘During the last six months we only saw 
him on very few occasions, and then he never 
spoke,’’ a neighbour said last night.

SPECULATION AS TO THE 
FARMERS' PARTY.

RESIDENT DE VALERA’S sudden 
and quite unexpected decision to 
dissolve the Dail, and call a generil elec- 
tion, took the Free State by surprise 
yesterday morning. The secret wus well 
kept, and, even though every political 
observer must have been aware of the fact 
that difficulties. were fast crowding upon 
the Executive Council, no one was pre- 
pared for such an announcement just at 
present. 
It would be difficult to say which of the 
numerous circumstances ultimately led to 
the President taking the final step. 


LABOUR POWERLESS. 


In some quarters it is thought that the 
differences with the Labour Party regard- 
ing ‘the recent railway dispute and the 
“cut” of the civil servants’ cost of living 
bonus may have been the deciding factor. 
This is unlikely; for, while the Labour 
organisation is known to have grown ex- 
eeedingly wroth. with the Government in 
the last few weeks, no one familiar with 
the situation could have failed to realise 
that Labour was. powerless to do anything. 
To have broken with. the Government 
would simply. mean their own extinction. 
It could not have led to any possible 
alternative Government. 

Incidentally it is not without interest 
to recall the fact that the trouble in 
regard to the railways, so far as the 
Great Northern Company is concerned, 
has been merely postponed till the 23rd of 
this month, which is the day before the 
polling for the new election has been fixed, 
Presumably this date will now perforce 
be extended until it is seen what Govern- 
ment will have the job of settling that 
very difficult problem. 

A more likely cause of the President’s 
action is the fairly general belief that 
Mr. de Valera intended his coup to spike 
the movement sponsored by the Lord 
Mayor of Dublin to link together all the 
anti-Government elements in a strong com- 
bination to bring about the defeat of 
Fianna Fail. In this it does not seem 
that he has scored more than a momentary 
success; for the immediate effect appears 
t> be to hasten the object which Alderman 
Byrne had in view. 


THE ECONOMIC DISPUTE. 


Without the immediate urge of an 
appeal to the country it might have been 
found difficult to secure an accommoda- 
tion between these various groups, but the 
new situation has altered matters, and 
there was a general feeling yesterday that 
& working agreement will be reached by 
which the inevitable wastage of effort will 
be ‘avoided. 

There is another aspect of the matter 
which cannot be ignored. The economic 
war with Great Britain clearly cannot be 
allowed to go on interminably. President 
de Valera knows this, and knows that 
there is hardly any other matter 
upon which the country fees so 
keenly. He seems to realise, too, that 
after the four definite efforts already made, 
successful negotiations by his Government 
is impossible. He would, therefore, no 
doubt, like to have a mandate from the 
country to cry off further attempts and 
enable him to transfer the annuities which 
have been so far collected to the National 
Exchequer. 

Upon this question of settlement with 
Great Britain there is no reom for division 
among the Opposition elements. They have 
several other points of agreement. - With 
the settlement. -of- the financial dispute 
must come the end of. the economic war. 
the removal of special duties and retalia- 
tory duties on both sides, and a definite 
decision as to whether the Free State is to 
remain in the Commonwealth of Nations 
or finally. cut their connection. On all 
these points there is complete agreement 
between the Cumann na nGeadheal Party. 
the -Independents and the Farmers’ 
League. 


THE FARMERS’ PARTY. 


In political circles yesterday the attitude 
of the Farmers’ and Ratepayers’ League 
was widely canvassed, but no definite in- 
formation was available. Mr. Frank 
MacDermot, the president of the League, 
arrived in Dublin late on Monday evening, 
but when seen yesterday he was unable to 
say anything pending his meeting with his 
standing committee to-morrow. | There is 
reason to believe, however, that during 
yesterday he had a long conference with 
Mr. Cosgrave, as a result of which, no 
doubt, proposals for co-operative action 
will be put before to-morrow’s meeting. 

One suggestion yesterday was that an 
arrangement might be made by which the 
Farmers should contest certain seats in 
their strongest constituencies with the 
aid of Cumann na nGeadheal and in others 
throw their weight on the side of the 
Cumann na nGeadheal Party. The 
possibility is that some arangement of this 
kind may be reached, but nothing definite 
can be stated until after to-morrow’s 
meeting. 


FIANNA FAIL PROGRAMME, 


The programme which President de 
Valera will put before the electors has not 
yet been announced, bat it was learned 
yesterday evening that a statement on 
this subject would probably be issued to- 
day. What mandate he will demand from 
the electors on the subject of a Republic 
it will be interesting to note. His attitude 
on this question during his term of office 
was that he held no mandate from the 
people, and consequently could take no 
action at present. 

If he is returned to power as a result of 
this election, he will, of course, be able to 
remove the Oath of Allegiance from the 
Constitution without further effort. When 
that is done he will have acquired the 
freedom in other directions for which he 
has long wished, © 

The financial state of the different 
Ime has been a subject of speculation, 
t 18 apparently admitted that none of 
them is very well prepared to face the 
heavy expense involved. All of them had 
their resources exhausted in the general 
election of a year ago. Fianna Fail; as 
was announced at the recent Ard Fheis, 
claims to be fully organised. Cumann na 
nGaedheal is facing the contest with the 
greatest confidence, and expects to reverse 
the results of the last election by a con- 
eiderable margin. i 

At Government offices yesterday there 
was great activity. During the day the 
Clerk of the Dail, Mr. Colm Murphy 
despatched the writs to the returning 
vfficers of all the constituencies, and from 
the Local Government Department the 
nomination papers were also despatched. 
Mr. Wilfrid Brown, of the elections sec- 
tion, will, as usual, have charge of the 
details of the election. i

In a despatch from Washington last 
night, The Times Correspondent says :—

HUSBAND AND WIFE 
DEAD. 


MURDER AND SUICIDE 
VERDICT. 

A husband’s devotion to a wife who was 
incurably ill was described at an inquest at 
Caterham, Surrey, yesterday on Albert 
Bailey (57), of Eagle: Buildings, Station road, 


Whayteleafe, and his wife, Alice, who were 


found on the floor of their bedroom on 
New Year's Day, with severe throat wounds. 

The jury returned a verdict that Bailey 
murdered his wife and afterwards committed 
suicice. 

James Gardiner, a master butcher, of 
Tooting Bec road, Upper Tooting, brother- 
iu-law of Mrs. Bailey, said Mrs. Bailey had 
an accident. 

‘She went to the scullery, opened a door, 
and was frightened by a mouse,” he said. 
‘““She tripped back, fractured her shoulder 
and injured her head. Later she got worse, 
ond went to King’s College Hospital, . <A 
doctor said that there was no cure. | 

“My wife thought she would like to have 
another try, and we took her to the London 
Hospital, where they operated on her head 
and found nothing. 

“A doctor told us it was simply softening 
of the brain. Really she should bave gone 
away, but Mr. Bailey did not want to part 
with her. She was unable to do anything 
for herself of late, except talk.”’ 

Ralph Goad, a neighbour, said Mr. Bailey 
spent the best part of the day with his wife 
alone. She simply sat in front of the fire 
all day, and hardly ever moved. 

The Coroner said he understood Mr. Bailey 
also had to feed his wife, 

It was stated that Bailey seemed to have 
financial difficulties.

MONEY OBTAINED 
FROM SOLICITOR, 


PRISONER’S “TERRIBLE 
i RECORD,” 

George William Foster Sutton (60), 
pleaded guilty at the East Sussex Quarter 
Sessions yesterday to a charge of obtaining 
£132 from Mr. Hubert J. Hillman, a Lewes 
solicitor, by false pretences with intent to 
defraud. 

Mr. Eric Neve said that the charge con- 
cerned an extraordinary story, which began 
when Sutton ‘was in Lewes Prison on a 
charge of false pretences. He was there 
visited by Mr. Hillman in his capacity as 
one of the visitors to the prison. 
¢ Sutton told Mr. Hillman a story of dis- 
tress, and interested him in an account of 
his life. He told Mr. Hillman that he was 
entitled to receive an amount of money 
under the will of Mr. George Sutton. He 
told such a circumstantial story that Mr. 
Hillman became satisfied that there was 
something in it, and altogether advanced 
Sutton £250, of which £115 was secured on 
the mortgage of a house. 

Sutton gave particulars of property at 
Stoke Newington, and, when pressed for 
further particulars, said that the deeds were 
in the Westminster Bank at Bournemouch. 
No deeds relating to the property were 
found, and a co-trustee Sutton had mentioned 
did not exist, The property at Stoke New- 
ington did not belong to any member of the 
Sutton family. 

Counsel said that Sutton had a list of 
convictions which formed a terrible record. 

Detective Constable Packham read a long 
list of convictions, dating from 1907, the 
last sentence being at Brighton on Septem 
ber 11, 1931, when Sutton received six 
months’ hard labour for false pretences. 

For the defence, it was stated that i 

recent years Sutton had had a series of 
family calamities, and a plea was made for 
leniency. 
Lord Justice Greer said that even though 
Sutton had been convicted, sent to prison, 
and warned by moderate sentences on 
numerous occasions, it had been no use, and 
the sentence would be three years’ penal 
servitude,

APPLICATIONS FOR PATENIS. 


On inguirv at the Commercial and Indus- 
trial Property Office, Dublin, yesterday, an 
Irish Times representative was informed that 
the total number of applications for patents 
from all countries for 1952 was 475, as 
against 765 in 1931. By far the largest num- 
ber of applications received were from Great 
Britain. The total number of applications 
from the Irish Free State was 76, as com- 
pared with 71 in 1931. The total number of 
grants during the year was 582, and the num- 
ber of patents on which renewal fees were 
paid during the year 1932 was 35,200. The

As regards trade marks, the total number 
of applications received from all countries in 
1952 was 1,055, as compared with 1,403 in 
1951, while the Free State applications num- 
bered 297, as compared with 143 in 1931.

HOW THE TEACHERS CAN 


| HELP THE REVIVAL. 


ee &-— 


HILE the formation of athletic clubs 
among our adult ulation and the 
training of our athletes on modern 

lines are of the utmost importance, there 
can be no real progress unless the problem 
of the development of athletics in our 
primary and secondary schools and universi- 
ties is seriously tackled. alising this, 
considerable attention has been given to the 
schools and colleges by the sponsors of the 
athletic revival movement. 

A small committee, representative of the 
Teachers’ Organisation, the Department of 
Education, and the medical profession, drew 
up a programme of events suitable for 
children of varying ages from twelve years 
upwards. This was ratified by the N.A.O.A., 
and received quite a deal of publicity in the 
‘‘ 8chool Weekly.” 

At the last meeting of the Central 
Executive of the I.N.T.O, a deputation was 
received from the N.A.C.A. The whole- 
hearted support of the LN.T,O. was pro- 
mised by the executive. The executive 
agreed to arrange for a special evening 
session of the Teachers’ Annual Congress at 
Galway next Easter for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the new revival scheme for primary 
schools. 

At reorganisation meetings at over 100 
centres throughout the country, the im- 


ortance of linking up the schools and of. 


interesting the managers, teachers, and 


parents was stressed. 
EXCELLENT PROGRESS IN 1992. 

The number of school sports held in 1932 
was double that of any previous year, and 
in some areas unions or leagues were formed. 
If the progress shown last year is main- 
tained, and there is no doubt it will, 
then the future of Irish athletics is assured. 
Ireland never had such youthful talent, and 
enthusiasm is spreading through the schools. 

The universities also have been very much 
in the picture, and good performances were 
put up at the Irish University Champion- 
ships at Belfast. 

The necessity for devoting attention to the 
needs of the body, as well’ as the mind, 
cannot be too strongly impressed on our 
educational authorities. Athletics should be 
a feature of school life, and should be 
taught and recognised officially as a definite 
part of the programme of education. 

PLENTY OF MATERIAL. 


The material from which champions are 


|} made is in abundance, and only requires 


development. . The teachers can do, and in 
many districts are doing, a great deal to 
further the movement. 
ever, have not yet shown their appreciation 
of what is being done. Whether viewed from 
the national, educational, physical, or moral 
standpoints, an athletic training for the 
children is not only desirable, but nowadays 
essential. The only disappointing feature of 
last year’s schools’ championships was the 
absence of the parents of the boys.

THE FEAST OF EPIPHANY.

In accordance with the historic ritual the 
Precentor of the Chapel Royal, Prebendary 
Percival, will receive the gifts and offer them 
at the altar. 

Epiphany, the feast of the appearance of 
the Star, is also Twelfth Night, when tradi- 
tion ordains that holly and mistletoe decora- 
tions must be pulled. down and burnt to 
avoid the bad luck that comes if they are left 
hanging more than twelve days after 
Christmas Day. 

in the olden days revels and gaiety marked 
the celebration of Twelfth Night, a survival, 
according to some antiquarians, of the 
ancient Roman Saturnalia, but no merry- 
making has been arranged for Friday, though 
the.old custom of cutting the Baddeley cake 
at Drury Lane Theatre, London, just after 
midnight remains. 

The cake is made in memory of an actor 
called Baddeley, who was at one time a cook, 
and left a bequest of £100, in 1794, to pro- 
vide a cake every year for his fellow-actors 
and actresses.

Mr. Harry Plunket Greene, the singer, 
resident this year of the Incorporated 
Society of Musicians, told the annual con- 
ference at Harrogate yesterday that musicians 
were faced with two problems—how to keep 
their members out of the workhouse and how 
to improve the breed! 

‘* We have got to persuade the tired clerk 
to take his feet off the chimney-piece; turn 
off the loud speaker, and go and gee for him- 
self what a Schubert octet looks like in the 
flesh. If I had a say in our general policy 
I should tell him to keep his pipe alight 
when he came. Tobacco is our greatest rival. 
It and our pestilential climate are reaponsible 
for three-quarters of our deserters, It would 
gain us one hundred clients for one that we 
should lose, and the days of the hot-house 
plant are gone by. I hardly know a single 
singer who does not smoke like a chimney, ' 

Mr. Greene emphasised that they had got 
to persuade municipalities, schools, factories, 
educational authorities and millionaires that 
music was as great an asset to a particular 
town or community, and to life in general, 
as a gallery of painting and sculpture or the 
reading of books, and probably was the most 
humanising conciliator in the world.

GUIDANCE TO LOCAL 
AUTHORITIES. 


The Free State Minister for Local Govern- 
iment and Public Health has issued for the 
guidance of local authorities a circular ex- 
plaining the provisions of the Small Dwellings 
Acquisition Act, 1899, as amended. 

Loans are available from the Local Loans 
Fund to local authorities not in a position to 
raise loans from other sources on suitable 
terms. The loans from the Local Loans Fund 
will be repayable in thirty-five years, with 
Sx Dar cent. interest per annum. 

The rate of interest to be charged by local 
authorities on advances made by them out 
of a loan borrowed from the Local Loans 
Fund is at present fixed at 6 per cent. per 
annum. Where a local authority are in a 
position to raise a loan from other sources 
at. a rate of interest lower than 54 per cent. 
per annum the Minister will be prepared to 
make a special Order fixing the rate = parse 
on advances to be made by such local 
authority. 

The Minister urges that local authorities 
operating the Acts should take steps to bring 
the facilities available under the Acts to the 
notice of all interested parties.

People living there heard 
two shots ring out, and, hurrying down- 
stairs, saw the man lying in the hall un- 
conscious, 


TORCHLIGHT SEARCH. 

Dr. Wickham, whose surgery is on the op- 
posite side of the road, was called imme- 
diately, but found the man dead. Police 
who came to the house soon afterwards tele- 
pre headquarters, and Superintendent

A COURT INTERPRETER. 

Dr. Zemenides had on occasions acted as 
an interpreter in the Law Courts. He figured 
in this capacity at the trial at the Old 
Bailey of Alexander Anastassiou, a 22-vears- 
old waiter and a native of Cyprus, who was 
found guilty of the murder of a waitress 
named Evelyn Victoria Holt, aged 22, at a 
lodging-house in Warren street, Tottenham 
Court road, in February, 1931. Dr. Zeme- 
nides interpreted the Crown evidence for 
Anastassiou, and he also acted as interpreter 
when the accused man gave evidence denying 
the charge. ó 

Anastassiou was sentenced to death by Mr. 
Justice Swift,- and hanged at Pentonville 
Prison. 

It is thought that an examination of papers 
and -private documents belonging to Dr. 
Zemenides may solve the motive problem, 
and enable the police to get in touch with 
someone who could help them in their search 
for the murderer. There is little doubt, a re- 
porter was told, that the murderer was 
known to Dr. Zemenides. 

Dr. Wickham stated that he had known 
Dr. Zemenides for a number of years. ‘ He 
had a tremendous number of friends, and 1 
cannot conceive of his ever having had an 
enemy.” 

The house in which Dr. 7emenides lived 
consists of suites of rooms, almost all aí 
which are occupied by foreign visitors, 
mostly students studying for examinations.

SOUTH AFRICAN SHARES. 

Some South. African Gold shares yesterday 
showed unusually sharp advances, a _ cir- 
cumstance attributed broadly to a more 
general realisation of. the fact that the 
companies now directly benefit from the gold 
premium. Probabiy, too, some effect was 
produced by certain calculations of the prob- 
able increase in profits of the mines through 
the abandonment of the gold standard by 
South Africa. In certain cases the addi- 
tional profit estimated is very substantial. 
In the case of Government areas, for ex- 
ample, it is placed at £2,225,000 per annum, 
and in the cas of Crown Mines at 
£2 094.300, Randfontein £1,649,700, Modder- 
fontein £1,474,200, and the East Rand at 
£994 500. From these estimates a calcula- 
tion is drawn of the possible extra dividends 
that may be distributed, the amount of the 
gold premium being reckoned at 39s. per 
ounce—that is with gold standing at 124s. 
per ounce as compared with the latest price 
of 123s. 8d. Obviously the gold premum 
might not be maintained at the ‘present 
figure, while it might approach the record 
high figure of 120s. 8d. per ounce touched 
on November 20 last. The above calcula- 
tions, therefore, should not be taken too 
strictly as a basis for an investment in 
K affirs. There is the further circumstance 
that working costs might be affected by 
South Africa’s change of policy, and perhaps 
it is not unreasonable to assume. that 4axa- 
tion of the mines will be increased. Market 
experts, however, consider that this section 
of the Stock Exchange will continue active 
and firm.

ADDRESS AT TEACHERS' 
CONFERENCE.

SENT BACK TO PRISON. 


DARTMOOR EX-CONVICT 
WITH A DAGGER. 


A ticket-of-leave convict from Dartmoor, 
whose bravery. in the mutiny last January 
earned him a reduction of his sentence, was 
sent back to prison for twelv® months at 
Glamorgan Quarter Sessions yesterday. 

He was Daniel ‘Thomas Mainwaring (35); a 
carpénter, of Pontardawe, and he pleaded 
guilty to two charges of breaking said enter- 
ing at Pontardawe and Ammanford. It was 
stated that Mainwaring had a dagger when 
arrested and that the police showed great 
bravery. 

In 1923 ‘Mainwaring was sentenced to 
twelve vears’ penal servitude for attempted 
murder and robbery, but part of his. sentence 
was remitted because of his good conduct 
during the Dartmoor mutiny. 

Mr. Owen George, who defended, said that 
Mainwaring, with two other men, saved the 
life of Colonel Turner, a prison commissioner, 
.They stood between Colonel Turner and a 
threatening mob, and by their courageous 
action enabled him to escape into his office. 
Mainwaring received punishment at the hands 
of his fellauw-cohvicts which, but.for his inter- 
vention, would have been meted out to 
Colonel ‘Turner. es 
Sentencing Mainwaring, Sir Khys Williams 
K.C., the Recorder, said that he had taken 
into consideration the fact that he would have 
to serve three years of his unexpired penal 
servitude when he went back to prison. 
Armed men, he added, could not expect 
leniency from the courts.

The Paris Correspondent of The Times 
telegraphed last night :— 

M. Chéron, the Minister of Finance, has 
issued two decrees and a circular, which 
are intended to act as a check on expendi- 
ture when his Special Committee examines 
anew the projected Budget for 1933. 

One decree suspends the further recruit- 
ing of new officials in all departments of 


' the public services, except the Army and 


Navy. The other lays down the principle 
that all public accounts must be examined 
by the Cour des Comptes, a revising de- 
partment with very extensive powers. 

The circular, which has been sent to all 
members of the Government, requires that 
all new parliamentary bills which involve 
the expenditure of public money must be 
submitted to the Minister of Finance for 
examination before they can be placed on 
the Order paper.
